was glazed by the steel girder that killed his 
fiancee. 

He said, “It was the only piece in the whole 
grandstand that fell. It’s a hard time. Juli was 
a beautiful young lady who didn’t know what 
vindictive meant. I’ve been training horses for over 
14 years. Nothing ever happened...,’’ his voice 
trailed off, remembering his loss. 

Lerille is a trainer whose best-known steed was 
My Habitony, a 1983 Kentucky Derby candidate. 

Nickoley was known for her sweet, warm 
personality, according to the many friends who 
remembered her before and during the memorial 
services at Santa Anita Church. Several of her 
friends gave eulogies, describing her as a vivacious 
person. 

She had been very active in the chemical 
dependency unit at Methodist Hospital which is 
being shut down on July 31 because of lack of 
a budget. 

Nickoley was the only area fatality of the 
5.8 earthquake that is being called the Sierra Madre 
earthquake since it originated from the Sierra Madre 
fault. That fault has been inactive for over 1000 
years, according to experts. 

She was born in Anaheim on May 6, 1957 and 
attended school in Long Beach. She moved to 
Arkansas where she attended the University of 
Arkansas, majoring in communications. She had

Foothill residents said farewell Tuesday to Juli 
Beth Nickoley, 34, who died in a freak accident at 
Santa Anita Race Track during the earthquake 
Friday morning. She had just turned 34 on May 6. 

The San Dimas resident, daughter of Marlene 
Enmark of Sierra Madre, was struck and killed 
instantly by a 20-ft., L-shaped steel beam that 
fell from the Santa Anita grandstand while she 
and her fiance ran for safety. 

On June 28 Nicoley and her fiance. Art Lerille, 
56, a thoroughbred horse trainer, were about 
six steps up into the grandstand from the apron, 
clocking a new filly that Lerille had recently 
purchased. They could be seen most mornings 
in an area known as “docker’s Corner,’’ clocking 
various horses which Lerille owns. 

That morning they had arrived in the early 
hours, as usual, and when the earthquake hit, 
Lerille told Nickoley, “We have to make a run 
for it and get down to the apron.’’ 

Lerille said they were trying to get out of the 
way from the overhang, and the only thing he 
remembers is grabbing her hand, then seeing and 
hearing nothing. “Two feet either way and we’d 
have been safe. It’s very difficult to deal with.” 

Nickoley was pronounced dead on arrival at 
Methodist Hospital, having suffered massive head 
wounds. Lerille suffered a broken left arm, dislocated 
left shoulder and a large gash on the back of the 
head that took 14 stitches to close. He, apparently.

The home, which was demolished, had just 
undergone face-dressing by Ron Bigelow such as 
color-coding the outside paint after sandblasting 
and adding on a garage and workshop section 
which, by the way, withstood the temblor well. 

Will they rebuild in Sierra Madre? Of course. On 
the same land? If possible. They have lived in 
the Sierra Madre house for 26 years. 

“It was just a quirk of nature,” Gretchen 
said. Don said with droll grin, “It’s called slipping 
down the razorblade of life...Rebuilding will be 
something to think about in my declining years.” 

He is a semi-retired lawyer as of the first of 
the year and Gretchen is a realtor with Allison. 
She chuckled and said, “1 may wind up as a real 
estate developer. It helps relieve the tension.” 

Friends came in after the shaking stopped and 
assisted the couple get the home somewhat 
cleaned up. 

As The News was leaving, John Brewer, assistant 
postmaster, stopped to ask them where they would 
like their mail sent. Now, that is personal attention 
from the U.S. Post Office. Typical of Sierra Madre. 


A home that has withstood earthquakes since 
1921 when it was built, was announced a total 
loss following Friday’s 5.8 earthquake that tore 
through Sierra Madre, the town which was located 
eight miles from the topographical epicenter. The 
epicenter was actually seven miles below the earth’s 
surface. The fault had been monitored since Caltech 
began recording seismic data there in the 1920s. 

The home of Gretchen and Don Kelly at 35 S. 
Sunnyside Ave. shook furiously in the earthquake 
Friday, June 28, at about 7:43 a.m. when the 
Kellys were upstairs, preparing for the day. 

“Everything moved. Everything fell,” Gretchen 
said. “We both ran for the doorway and held 
onto each other until it quit shaking,” Don added. 
He grinned, “1 was running across the floor and 
stepped on something. 1 wrecked my toe and didn’t 
notice until later.” 

Everything that was on the computer is gone; 
however, Gretchen wanted everyone to know that 
the information for Beautification Committee, Sierra 
Madre Environmental Action Council and her 
real estate notes are still intact.

• Going through our home early 
Sunday morning to assess the damage and 
decide what to do about some of the more 
precious breakables...well, that’s probably 
what most people were doing. That and 
getting ready to go to church. 

How soon should we put things away? 

Is it too soon? Will there be another BIG 
aftershock? Will those bumps we hear when 
we dream come true while we’re awake? 

I decided to leave most of the antique 
breakables that survived on the carpeted 
floor for awhile longer. 

The books have been put away. The one 
broken antique Mason jar is thrown in the 
recycling bin. The old 78 records are filed... 
not a one broken. 

We lost the bust of Alfred Lord 
Tennyson that we’ve had “forever’’ but 
Queen Nefertiti is still together. 

We pushed everything back onto the 
shelves from where they danced to the edge. 
The pictures that survived are straightened. 

The grandfather clock is running once 
more. 

We walked through the house 
and worried again about the fireplace in 
the livingroom. There could be big trouble 
there. All in all, though, we are so lucky. 

• Daughter Barbara and Baby Jayne were 
down for the weekend and she said that 

this earthquake felt much stronger to her 
than the San Francisco earthquake in 1989 
even though the Richter reading down here 
was less. 

“Being so near the epicenter surely 
makes a huge difference,” she said. 

“The house shook so violently in this quake, 
versus the rolling feelings in San Francisco. 
Also, all the utilities immediately shut off 
after that 7.1 quake up north and were 
off all night. We had to stand in line to r 
enter grocery stores. They rationed 
batteries and banks were closed for days.” 

• Barbara had asked me on the day of 
the earthquake, “Aren’t they afraid of 
looters here?” 

I answered airily, “Oh, we don’t do that 
here. There will be no looting...just lots of 
gawkers.” 

And there were. Newspeople were 
coming into town for stories as late as 
Tuesday and will probably continue. 

• How does it feel to have someone 
say, “You’ll have to leave your home. 

You have an hour to remove as much as 
you can”? 

Debbie and Rick Allor had that happen 
after the earthquake made ruins out of 
their adobe home. 

The ominous sign on their front door, 

“DO NOT ENTER,” is almost as frightening 
as the quarantine signs that were tacked 
on homes five decades ago to announce 
contagious illness such as scarlet feaver. 

With antibiotics discovered in WWII, there 
is no need for those signs anymore. 

Antibiotics won’t stop earthquakes, 
however. 

• Someone said, “Earthquakes I can 
tolerate. I could never stand to live in 
tornado country.” 

I counter, yes, but with tornados you 
have warning. Most of the time. 

• Niece Sue Erickson who lives in San 
Dimas swears that there was a foreshock 
there the day before. 

She said it was like a sonic boom but 
there no supersonic planes flying in that 
area that day. 

• The animals Santa Anita were 
spooked right before the earthquake as were 
home pets all over the Southland. 

“My dog was crazy.” “The cats still 
haven’t come home.” Those were some 
of the remarks made by petowners. 

• And on this Sunday morning, there 
is not even a ripple in the pool that shook 
out much of its water on Friday. At this 
moment a pack (or is it gaggle?) of ravens 
are swooping down on the pool. One 
tries to perch on a yellow ball left by the 
pool by Grandson Wesley. The pool is 
rippling. 

The sun is also shining benevolently. 

The mountains are blue-purple; the sky is 
calm. Was there really an earthquake that 
changed so many lives significantly? 

• The News has been retrofitted so we 
had very little damage except to our 
bathroom and to the facade which is 
visible to all. 

• Everyone asks, “Where were you 
when the earthquake hit?” Verna Chilton, 
a native of California, was in her home 
and said she had never experienced such 
fierce motion, both vertical and horizontal.

I will never cease to be amazed 
concerning the good people of Sierra Madre 
for in exactly four weeks over $1400 was 
left either at The News office or Jackson’s 
Store for Men.

I was never so proud 
of our citizens. Right then and there 1 knew 
that great things were in store for our city. 

The local VFW Club became very 
interested in the project and asked to stage 
a dedication on the day it was completed. 
They were granted this privilege and they 
named Walter Boyko as chairman of the 
event. Incidentally, Boyko was the city’s 
building inspector. The job he did was out of 
this world. 


Boyko contacted Camp Pendelton Marine 
Base and made arrangements for two Marine 
Drill Teams and a Marine Band to attend 
the dedication. Believe you me, when the 
parade was assembled the start of it was at 
Kersting Court and the tail end was at 
Michillinda Boulevard. It was baffling to 
understand how a parade could be held when 
the entire parade route was filled with entries. 

The only thing to do, and Chairman 
Boyko did it with gusto, was to send the 
paraders down Sierra Madre Boulevard to 
Vista Park. After the parade was assembled, 
I presented the flag pole and flag to Webster 
Vannier, then mayor of our City. Actually, 
I just handed him a piece of paper and he 
came forth with a very nice acceptance speech. 
That was some 28 years ago. Today, the 
flag still flies in Kersting Court, thanks to the 
continuing generosity of our citizens. 
Originally, the Sierra Madre Police Department 
was in charge of raising and lowering the 
flag each day. 

One little side story that was amusing. 
Dottie Underwood was selected to raise money 
and food to feed the Marines their afternoon 
lunch. This was the agreement the Boyko 
made with the Marine Corps Brass. Here 
again Sierra Madre merchants showed the true 
colors of our City. I kid you not; when the 
food tables were set up they almost groaned 
from the weight of the load. Enough money 
and food was collected that it seemed there 
was nearly enough to feed the entire Camp 
Pendelton Marine Base. It’s certain that no 
Marine who participated in the parade went 
back to base hungry.

Lonergan reflects damage on epicenter; 
Methodist Hospital has $200,000 in damage 


“It was quite a shock to be sitting on the 
epicenter which is now listed as Big Santa 
Anita Canyon,” said Jodi Lonergan who, 
with her husband, Dennis, owns the pack 
station about three-and-a-half miles above 
Sierra Madre. 

“We lost some drinking glasses, pictures 
fell off the walls. But the worst part was 
Chantry Road which is a disaster with the 
many slides. As dirt is cleared, more dirt 
falls. And there are big cracks in the road,” 
she reported. 

Lonergan said she was standing in the 
hallway doorjam, listening to things crashing 
and falling. The cabin really shook from 
side to side. 

Dennis, her husband, was at the Forest

Service Station, dumping trash. “He had 
a nice view of the earthquake. Rocks were 
crashing down and you could hear all the 
slides roll into canyons. It was by far the 
worst. That 18 seconds turned out to be 
pretty long,” she said on the phone. 

She applauded the road crews that were 
up there immediately. The Forest Service 
was doing fire retardant work and the Los 
Angeles County crew was up there within a 
half hour when the aftershocks were still 
evident. Arcadia had its road crews up on the 
Arcadia side quickly, too, she said. 

How did her many animals receive the 
earthquake? fhe five donkeys ran around 
“like crazy.” flic four mules stopped eating. 
The three horses paid no attention nor did the 
dogs. The two eats “looked big-eyed and stood 
frozen." 

Jodi promised The News pictures of the 
areas around the pack station for publication. 

According to Fred Meyer, president and 
CEO of Methodist Hospital, Arcadia, there was 
no struelnral damage; however, the hospital 
is looking at over $200,000 in damage. 
"There’s only one elevator still inoperable” 
so life goes on rather rapidly. 

Meyer staled that the hospital treated over 
40 cmergeneies in the emergency room and 
admitted eight of those. 

Representatives from the Office of Statewide 
Health, Planning and Development visited the 
hospital and declared the damage minor. There 
were no internipiions of service. 

Plaster, glass and tile were the major 
problems, Meyer said. 


Sierra Madre City Administrator Jim McRea 
announced that Sierra Madre had sustained about 
$12.5 million in damages from the 5.8 earthquake 
last Friday morning, with from $3 to $4 million 
in the downlown area. 

Sierra Madre City Council and Los Angeles 
Couniy declared the area an emergency area the 
same day. 

“We were very fortunate. The community 
prilled logether and the police and fire departments 
were jnsi reinar k.rble. Our problem is that the 
siale has not yet declared the area a state of 
emergeriey,” he said. 

VlcRea added, “I want to extend my sincere 
appreciation to city employees and staff who 
eaneelled plans ditring the weekend and responded 
to lire needs ul lire eommuiiity.

When the quake hit 1 was roughing out 
this week’s column on the cotuptiter. After 
I climbed out from beneath the table and 
saw no signs of significant dam;ige, I lieaded 
up the street to see what datnage had been done. 

Downtown Sierra Madre was lucky, one 
more time! No loss of life, no mass destruction 
of our inventory of unreitiforced masonry 
builditigs and no fires. What I did see was a 
lot of broken glass, some ciackcd walls, and 
a few bricks where they didn't belong. .Almost 
immediately a feu business owners appeared 
and started shoveling glass ofl the sidewalks. 
City public woiks crews in trucks arrived 
attd police squad cats moved thioughout 
downtown looking for damage and pmpointing 
problem areas It’s still too early to assess the 
economic impact, that bad news will slowly 
be pieced togeihei. 

According to an initial structural datnage 
^ur\ey completed by the city, 13 
commercial buildings sustained damage. Follow¬ 
up inspections have continued to determine 
ihe extent of the struclmal damage. Several 
•usmesses are teitiporarily closed, at least one 
'US lelocated to asailable space. 

I'hone calls to the area Sitiall Business 
Admitiistration office (SBA), the California 
State Department ot Commerce, State Main 
Street office and the Sacramento based 
State Disaster learn resulted in establishing 
chamber cotnmunicalion contact with the 
Federal F.mergency Managetneni .Ageticy team 
iFFM.A). Late Monday, repiesem.ttives Irmn 
h('th the SBA Disaster Assistatice Feam and 


FEMA contacted the chamber office to arrange 
a briefing meeting on Tuesday morning. 

Monday, based on initial information 
received from SBA and FEMA representatives, 
the chamber staff mailed and hand delivered 
the first earthquake memo to downtown 
commercial property and business owners 
listed on the city’s initial damage survey report. 
The chamber’s most effective short term role 
is to expedite information distribution, acting 
as an information resource and dealing with 
specific needs when possible. Communication 
and assistance linkage has been established 
with the SBA Disaster Assistance Team, FEMA, 
and city building department. The chamber 
intends to work aggressively with all involved 
agencies on behalf of the commercial property 
and business owners. 

As this column goes to bed we have not 
been declared a disaster area. No word 
available on what, if any, financial loan 
programs will be offered. Contact with the two 
local banks indicate no “low interest’’ loans 
have been announced as of Monday afternoon. 

An SBA Disaster Assistance team leader 
recommends the following for residents, 
business and commercial property owners who 
may be seeking loans or looking to insurance 
for compensation. Photograph damage and 
date the photo. Compile an inventory list of 
damage, be as specific in your description as 
possible. Make an estimate of your physical 
property and inventory damage or loss. Attach 
as much backup or documentation on how 
your figures were arrived at as possible. When 
repairs are made, obtain a written estimate 
describing the specific work to be done. 
Pay for repairs by check. If you pay cash, 
get a signed receipt including the repair source 
name, address and phone number. Compile 
a written list of repairs. 

Business and property owners who think 
they will need loans, regardless of the purpose 
of the loan, should immediately assemble the 
following: at least last year’s personal/business 
income tax filing (up to three years may be 
required); current business profit and loss 
statement (up to three years may be required): 
personal financial statement(s) of all principals. 
You can bet this information will be required 
regardless of whether the loan you seek is 
conventional or “disaster related.’’ Time spent 
now putting this package together will expedite 
your loan application later.

Downtown businesses 
need to prepare 
for next quake 

The News is re-running this pieee from last 
week's edition heeaiise it is so timely since the 
earthquake. Ed. 

Some 32 downtown businesses out of an original 
total of 59 on the city’s Unreinforced Masonry 
(U RM) list have never responded to the city’s queries 
regarding their buildings, according to Building 
Inspector Steve Pock. 

Of the remainder, four buildings have been 
replaced entirely, including the three in the burned- 
out area, and others have proved that rehabilita¬ 
tion was accomplished in the past. 

Three buildings have rehabilitation in progress 
and two more are in plan check. 

Eight building owners took advantage ol the 
city’s offer to help underwrite the cost of engineering 
analyses of problems involved. 

The city had set $30,000 aside for the project, 
but with only eight respondents, the lowest bid 
for the total cost came in at $9100. 

The state-mandated deadline for completion 
of earthquake safety rehabilitation is March, 1993, 
and considering the time needed lor the work, 
Inspector Pock feels that owners should move as 
sewn as possible. 

The state has ruled that all URM buildings 
must be brought up to earthquake salety code or 
face penalties which could range trom publicly 
posted warning signs to demolition ot the building. 

Some of the requirements include mediating 
various stress factors, tying together of walls and 
roofs, etc. 

The City Council has not yet addressed the 
question of penalties which would be assessed by 
Sierra Madre.

Piercing the heavens at 
1815 feet, it is the world’s 
tallest free-standing 
structure. It dwarfs the 
towering skyscrapers of 
Toronto’s skyline, but its 
mammoth height is 
accomplished with rest¬ 
raint and even delicacy. 

It is really a beautiful 
structure. Built in 1976, 


it has become a favorite 
tourist attraction, with 
a revolving restaurant 
and a still higher 
observation deck at 
1465 feet. 

We stopped at both 
and the upper deck had 
glass sides that sort of 
folded back beneath you. 
Everyone, without think¬ 
ing, hangs onto the rail 
for dear life as they gaze 
down at tiny threads of 
freeways and ant-like 
cars beneath their feet 
and, on clear days, as 
far as Niagara Falls and 
Buffalo, New York, on 
the horizon. 

It has also become the 
site of a race to rival 
our own Mt. Wilson 
Trail Race—up the 1500

steps of the tower. The 
record is an unbelievable 
eight minutes! The eleva¬ 
tor takes 58 seconds. 

We had sampled 
Montreal’s underground, 
but it is dwarfed by that 
of Toronto—the world’s 
largest underground city. 

For our city tour we 
chose a trolley tour. 
These quaint turn-of-the- 
century conveyances 
reminded us keenly of 
our beloved San Francisco 
cable cars. The trolley 
driver even had to get 
out and change the tracks 
by hand—just like at 
home. 

Our guide informed us 
that Yonge Street, one of 
the main downtown 
thorofares, was the 
world’s longest street, 
reaching from Lake 
Ontario to Manitoba: 
1300 miles. That’s a long, 
long road awinding! 

Among the many 
skyscrapers were a num¬ 
ber with intriguing 
architecture. One, a 
bank, was encased in 
glass panels that glistened 
gold. It was gold, we 
were told - a million 
dollars worth of gold 
dust incorporated in the 
glass to give it glitz. It 
did make an enchanting 
spectacle, but somehow 
seemed more in tune 
with Las Vegas than a 
staid Canadian bank. 

Toronto’s futuristic 
city hall. Cabbage Town, 
and a medieval castle 
with over 100 rooms 
were also on our agenda, 
but these will have to 
wait for another travel 
tale. 

Next week we will 
continue our tate about 
Toronto.

One of the interesting 
things about earthquakes 
is how diligently the 
media goes about making 
them as awful as possible 
in their TV coverage. To 
catch the audience things 
must be visible and much 
of the worst damage of 
last Thursday’s temblor 
was not dramatically 
visible. What is a poor 
young helicopter reporter 
to do? He hears, at first, 
that the epicenter is 
somewhere called Sierra 
Madre. He has only the 
faintest idea where 
Sierra Madre is, but it’s 
somewhere near Pasadena 
and he knows where 
Pasadena is so he goes 
there. He can find very 
little there that is properly 
dramatic. Broken glass 
doen’t make much of 
visable impact, but look! 
There is a lot of bricks 
that have smashed 
something! And theaters 
have a distinctive outline. 
Isn’t that the Pasadena 
Playhouse? The Pasadena 
Playhouse he has heard 


of. So the news report 
goes in that “a fifty foot 
wall of the Pasadena 
Playhouse has collapsed 
and destroyed part of 
the building!” 

Of course, as it turns 
out, the “destroyed 
building” is the shed¬ 
like roof of the work 
room of a next-door 
flower shop. 

And what has 
happened to the Play¬ 
house is this. Not very 
long ago the Playhouse 
was completely restored 
and brought up to the 
strict standards held for 
all public buildings, 
with special provisions 
for theaters. In the 
process, the stage house, 
that part of the building 
containing the stage 
with all its overhead 
paraphernalia, was 
completely enclosed, 
inside the old building, 
with reinforced cement 
block walls, leaving the 
old brick and plaster 
surface for cosmetic 
effect. As anyone who 


looked at the pictures 
carefully could see the 
reinforcement held. 
Only the facing had 
fallen and not a lot of 
that. The interior of 
the theater and the 
mission-styled front were 
and are perfectly solid. 

Some fast talking 
by Playhouse officials 
got the TV people to 
modify their doom¬ 
saying, and to do the 
reporters credit they 
went so far as to include 
a scene from the current 
show, “You Never 
Know,” which went on 
the boards as usual Friday 
evening. The audience 
got some unscheduled 


giggles out of the line 
in the song “At Long 
Last, Love” which asks 
“Is this an earthquake, 
or merely a shock?” 

I was pleased to hear 
that the Sierra Madre 
Playhouse also has 
business as usual although 
the public was assured 
beforehand that the 
small earthquake that is 
part of the plot of 
“The Supporting Cast” 
was only a special effect 
and no cause for alarm. 

Then there is the story 
of the lady from out of 
state who was taken to 
a matinee of “Phantom” 
at the time of the last 


small shake and was so 
engrossed by the special 
effects that when the 
floor wobbled, she asked 
her companion “How do 
you suppose they do 
that?” 

Starting this week at 
Griswald’s dinner 
theater, the Candle¬ 
light Pavilion, is that 
most American of 
musicals, “Oklahoma.” 
When it opened on 
Broadway in 1943, one 
critic said “No gags. No 
gals. It won’t last a 
week.” Others hailed it, 
rightly, as a revolution 
in the musical business, 
a completely artistically 
integrated production, in 
which every song and 
dance served to enhance 
and advance the plot. To 
see what the new style 
was replacing, it is only 
necessary to see the 
amusing revivals of shows 
like “No, No, Nanette” 
which were mostly a 
showcase for pretty girls 
and catchy music. They 
had plots as silly a 


Gilbert and Sullivan but 
seldom any of the satiric 
bite. 

Some people 1 heard 
of walked out of the 
elegant San Gabriel Civic 
Light Opera production 
of “Nanette” because 
they said it was stupid. 
They merely showed 
their ignorance of the 
theatrical history, and 
therefore could not 
appreciate how far the 
American musical 
theater has come. 
“Oklahoma,” and the 
then-new team of Rod¬ 
gers and Hammerstein, 
is credited as the land¬ 
mark change. 

Interestingly, “Yeoman 
of the Guard” which 
opens at Oxi on July 11 
is the only Gilbert and 
Sullivan operetta to make 
its character into anything 
but the usual cheerful 
paper dolls. Jack Point, 
the jester, must have 
been a welcome change 
of scope for the Doyly 
Carte company’s star 
comic.

Preliminary damage assessments indicate 
major structural damage to several areas 
including several destroyed homes. Sierra Madre 
alone reported at least 36 structures with 
major damage. Pasadena reported another 
45 structures with major damage as well 
as one confirmed fatality. In Monrovia, most 
of the damage occurred in the residential 
area close to the quake’s epicenter. Five 
homes were completely off their foundations. 
Methodist Hospital in Monrovia sustained 
damage severe enough to force the evacuation 
of an entire wing of the hospital. 

In light of the personal and financial losses 
that have occurred, we ask that you help 
those who have had their families displaced 
and their homes and businesses destroyed by 
making a disaster declaration.

A parent-pay trans¬ 
portation program for 
Arcadia Unified School 
District students was 
approved by the board 
of Education at its meet¬ 
ing last week.

For approximately 10 
years following the 
passage of Proposition 
13, which reduced funds 
available to school 


districts, the AUSD 
implemented a transpor¬ 
tation fee program which 
was discontinued in 
January, 1989 due to a 
decision rendered by 
the Second Court of 
Appeals and Salazar vs. 
Honig, which declared 
such fees unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

This decision was 
overturned by the Third 
District Court of Appeals 
on Apr. 29 1991 in the 
case of Arcadia vs. State 
Department of Education. 
This order supersedes 
previous decisions that 
had declared transporta¬ 


tion fees unconstitutional, 
according to a district 
spokesman. 

The district had 
decided to eliminate 
bussing in its search for 
budget reductions but 
voted to contine on a 
fee schedule following 
the recent court ruling. 

The cost to the district 
for transportation is 
expected to be $3553 
with home-to-school 
fees covering an estimated 
$125,000 of the total 
$446,447 cost. State 
revenue for transporta¬ 
tion is expected to be 
$145,947.
